Pickard’s Lottery Store and the Attempt to 
Secure Police Immunity—Testimony Taken 
Before the Last Grand Jury.

The Post-DisraTcu to-day publishes the bal- 
ance of the testimony given before the last Grand 
Jury. It relates to the lotter™ tem store and Ed 
Butler’s alleged connection g§Rerewith. It 1s very 
interesting reading. 


Edward J. O'Connor. 

Edward J. O’Connor being daly sworn testified: 

My name is Edward J. O’Commor, and I am in 
the stove and furnace business, 

Q.—Where is your place 6f Business? A.—615 
Olive street. 

Q.—Mr. O’Connor, did you Kn@w anything about 
a tea-store running here in St. Louis in the latter 
part of last year that was said to: be running asa 
lottery tea-store? A.—It was’ @ store that was 
running on Fourth street, ahd F. Pickard was 
proprietor. 

Q.—Did you ever have any conversation with 
him concerning his attempts to. buy immunity to 
run that store from the autherities of tne city? 
A.—Well, yes. If it would net be improper I 
might state my entire conversation with bim, how 
Imethim. About a year. Pthink, before that I 
met Mr. Pickard in : Washington City. I was on 
there on a visit, and got acquainted with him 
hrough some party that Imet there, and he told 
me that he wanted to come out Wegt and open 
up a business, and asked me if I Knew anything 

about the location here, I e him that I was 
| in business and knew ae Weil the business lo- 
cations of the city, and I suggested that Fifth, 
Fourth or Olive streets would be a good location 
fora store. Some time after that I got a tele- 
gram from him from New York City, requesting 
me to rent a storefor him. I dicn’t feel that I 
was sufficiently acquainted with him to take the 
chances of renting a store. I communicated with 
him and told him that there were several good 
stores vacant. He directly came on 
here and rented a store, I think from 
Mr. Lucas, on Fourth street. He opened 
up here, had shelving put up and his cans put on 
the shelves, and he then began to speak about 
troubles, and advised with me about getting an 
attorney, and wantea to knowfrom me whom I 
would recommend to him, and I recommended 
Judge Jones. He went to see Mr. Jones, and, I 
believe, employed bim; he employed Mr, Jones, I 
think, simply to look after his law business, and, 
in case of difficulty, to tell him how to get out of 
it. After that he gotinto some trouble and he 
had to employ another attorney, and he employed, 
or was about to employ—I am not positive about 
that—Mr. Turner, and there was a dispute about 
the amount of money that he should pay Turner. 
Then the papers gave an account of the business, 
and he was a fraud, he would get into trouble, and 
thought that the attorneys he had would not be 
able to keep him out of trouble, and he came one 
evening to me and said there was a certain party 
came to see him. Now I will only relate what he 
told me. I don’t know that that is a fact—he gave 
ittome. He said that a certain party came to 
him and represented to bim that in order to run 
his business he would have to have his influence, 
and that they had some talk about what his in 
fluence was here. He pleaded an excuse of a previ- 
ous engagement. His wife and he came np to see 
me in the store and asked me what 1 thought this 
party’s influence was. 1 told him he 
was 24 local politician and guessed 
it was a good deal, yet some people consider him 
of more importance than 1 do; that I didn’t con- 
sider him so important. I prefer you would 
ask the questions now, Mr. Lodge, from now on. 
Q.—Who was the person he told you had come 
to him? A.—The person was Mr. Butler. 
Q.—Edward Butler? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—The horse shoer? A.—Yes, sit. 

Q.—What influence did he claim he had? A.— 
Mr. Pickard told me that Mr. Butler had sug- 
gested to him and assured him that he could keep. 
the police off. Thatis, that he could keep him 
running. 

Q.—Did he say anything about the authorities 
around the Four Courts? A.—I don’t think that 
Pickard said that he directly named 
any special ones, but he made allusions to 
two others that he had to divide with. This-was 
at the time that the business was running 
there I think at thattime the business of the 
store was open, but I think there had been some 
arrests. 

Q.—Who were the two others that he had to di- 
vide with? A.—Well, that Mr. Pickard never got 
definitely from him. 

Q.—What is that? A,-—He never could geta 
candid reply from him. 

Q.—Did he designate them by any office or em- 
ployment? A.—I cannot say as to that. : 
Q,—Well, what was the amount of anything 
that he demandea for such immunity? A.—He 
demanded $2,000 from him; of course you under- 
standthat I am only giving Mr. Pickard’s ver- 
sion. 

Q.— He demandea $2,000? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Did he talk with you more than once? A,— 
Yes, sir. 

Q.—How often? A.—Well, about every time 
they used to have a conversation he reported to 
me. a 
Q.—How often did he report to you the conver- 
sations? A.—It must be probably three or four 
times. 

Q.—State the purport of the conversation each 
time so far as you can recollect it now. A,—dMr. 
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‘willing to give him a fair amount, whatever the 
business would justify, but there was not that 
much money init. I told Mr. Pickard that if he 
could, possibly, in any way, could catch this man, 
to do it, as I considered such business 
dangerous in the community. I advised him, that 
as the job had been tried to be put up on him, to 
try and put the job up on the other party, and I 
told him I didn’t think the party had any right 
to make the demand on him that he had made of 
him. I advised him to try to put up ajob on the 
other party. He wanted to know from me how I 
would go about it , and I told him that I would try 
and have him make that offer in the presence of 
witnesses. He then told me that the Darty would 
not speak in the presence of anybod¢ else—would 
not converse at all. I toid him that an easy way 
to get around that was to get him down in the 
basement and have a man concealed there so that 
the man’s face would be in fuli view and he 
could recognize the man as he_ spoke. 
Mr. Pickard claims to have done that; 
he claims to have taken Mr. Butler down stairs in 
the basement, and this same offer that was made 
again there. Pickard had, he said, two of his 
clerks stored away in a huge box so that the 
boards in the box were somewhat apart—cracks, 
80 that they could see the face of Mr. Butler, and 
they compromised on a lesser amount; they com- 

promised on $75 a week. 

Q.—Was there anything said there at that time 
that he told you, that as to what would be done 
by Mr. Butler for the $75 a week? A.—He said it 
was to be divided between two others. 

Q.—And for what purpose? A.—The purpose 
of letting him run the business. 

Q.— Well, What was the next move as reported 
to you? A.—Well, it was not long after that that 
Mr. Pickard was closed and left town. 

Q.—Did you ever see anybody in the store your- 
self? Did you ever visit the store while it was 
running? A.—Did I ever see anybody there to get 
money? 

Q.—I mean did you ever see any/ot these parties 
when you happened to be occasionally in the 
store? A.—No, sir, I never did. 

Q.—How often were you in the habit of visiting 
there? A.—Well, probably I went in there about 
every two or three days, aud probably would drop 
in there if [ was passing. I didn’t care to go 
there in the evening; there wasa big crowd 
there. 

@.—-I see there is a namesake of yours,"Pat 
O’Connor: was he aclerk there? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Is he any relation of yours? A.—Yes, sir; 
he is my nephew. 

Q.— What is he doing now, if you know? A.— 
Heis working at his trade now for Mr. Butler. 

(.— Who were the clerks that were down in the 
cellar there? A.-—I think they were some of his 
old clerks that he used to carry from city to city— 
he told me so at least. He was to get out an affi- 
davit ofthis matter and bring these parties to 
time, but he left town suddenity. He told me he 
would publish this matter in an affidavit and have 
it sworn to by these two clerks; in fact I tried to 
get the affidavit. 

Q.—Did you hear anything about a ne- 
gro man being down there in the cellar, 
too? A.—Mr. Pickard told me there was a 
negro man doing something with teaor cansin 
the cellar, or probably cleaning up. As Mr, 
Butler entered,and in order tocarry out Mr. 
Pickard’s scheme, he ordered that man out of 
the cellar, and he satisfied Mr. Butler there was 
nobody there. Heclaimed though that he had 
those very two men concealed in the boxes so 
they could see him. He ordered the negro man 
out to satisfy him that there would be ‘nobody ii'| 
the cellar. 

Q.—Do you know who that negro is? A.—I do 
not sir. 

Q.—You know nothing about it? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Do you know howthis money was to be 
paid, or how it was paid? A.—There was to be 

75 a week paid; there was to be $50 in cash paid 
ahd there was to be $25 drawn in a can as a prize. 
That was supposed to be divided: $25each week 
between three parties. 

Q.—Who came and got the money, or state, was 
there any money passed? A.—Mr. Pickard 
told me there was one can drawn with the $25 in. 

Q.—Who told you that? A.—I think Mr. Becker 
said that it was Butler’s book-keeper. 

Q.—How did he get. the $50 that was to be paia 
in cash to him? A.—I have no distinct recoilec- 
tion whether the 850 was ever paid or not. 

Q.—Was this nephew, who is now employed by 
Mr. Butler, one of the parties who was in the 
boxes? A.—No, I think not. 

Q.—Do you know the names of the parties that 
were in the boxes? A.—I do not, sir. 

Q.—Then he was closed up shortly after this 
money wae first paid, and there was only one de. 
mand, was there? Lamnol positive that there 
was a demand of cash made direct. The 
$25, he claimed, was drawn in a Can. 
He gave abillaway; he used to give abill with 
the corner torn off. He retained the corner. He 
would tear aragged piece out. This bill would 
be given to Mr. Butler, and then whoever brought 
that billin that would match this piece would 
get this can with the $25 in it. 

Q.—Did this arrangement grant him any immu- 
nity from raids by the police? A.—It was given for 
the purpose of allowing himtorun. It was given. 
for that purpose, but didn’t have that effect. 
I don’t Know whether the demands were contin- 
ued for it it seemed not to have that effect. 

Q.—Was he forced to close up latterly, 
or did he close up of his own accord? 
or was he forced to close up? A.—I think he was 
torced to close up. 

Q.—Do you know of anyone that can give us any 
information? A—.About this matter? 

Q.—Yes, sir—now in the city? A.—Other per 
sons know of it, but I think they know of it 
through me. x 

Q.—I mean at first hand? A.—I am not posi- 
tive; I think Mr. Bell knows. 

Q.—Does he know of it through you? A.—My 
impression is that he knows of it through 
Mr. Pickard. 

Q.—That is Leverett,Bell, the City Counselor? 
A.—Yes, sir. Now, I am only telling you what 
this man told me; I never saw Mr. Butler in the 
store or anything of the kind. Mr. Pickard was 
very anxious to run, and willing to do almost 
anything to enable him to rup—that is he ap- 
peared so to me. 

Q.—Do you know where Pickard i¢ now? A.— 
The last I heard from him he was in New York 
City. He theh promised to send me this affidavit 
I told him I wanted it for the purpose of having 
this man quit this business if he was doing it. 

Q.—That is all, Mr. O’Connor, unless you think 
ef something else. A.—No, sir. L was going to 
give you his address ; I have it somewhere, 

Q.—If we find it necessary to get his address 
you can hunt it up, can you? A.—I think I can. 
He wrote me that he would send me the affidavit, 
sworn to. I wrote him that I would like to have 
it. Ofcourse I want you gentlemen to under-, 
stand that all my information I got’ through Mr. 
Pickard, 1 didn’t see this thing and don’t know 
anything except what he told me.

Max Fritzler. 

Mr. Fritzier, being duly sworn, testified as foi- 
lows: My full name is Max Fritzler, and lama 
salesman for A. Siegel. 

Q.—I want to make a statement to you here con- 
cerning your rights. I understand you have 


less you feel disposed to speak of it yourself. A 
— Yes, sir. 

(.—You were once in the tea business? A.—Yes, 
sir. 

Q.—And you had some trouble growing out of 
that? Did at any time persons come to you and 
offer for a consideration to guarantee to let your 
house run? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Do you know Mr. O’Connor, the stove man? 
A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Did you have any conversation with him on 
that matter? A.—I did not. sir. 

Q.—Not direct or indirect? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—When was it that you were running the 
business there? A.—I was merely a correspond- 
ent for the concern. R. F. Pickard came to me 
and saw me in the store where I was employed as 
clerk and offered me an inducement to work for 
him ia the tea business as ‘correspondent and 
salesman during dinner hours by advancing my 
Salary about $20 a month. I didn’t know the nat- 
ure of the business atthetime, He told me it 
Was to sell tea and coffee and give away prizes. "I 
didn’t know it was illegal. I was there, I think, 
two weeks, and one evening I wanted to go to 
supper, and Mr. Hobbs, the detective—one of the 
men connected with the force—came in 
and bought a can. I was acting 
salesman then during the supper hour. 
He came in and bought a can of tea or coffee—I 
don’t know wnich. Iwas getting ready then to 
co to my supper and he came in with two or three 
Officers and arrested us. He claimed that it was 
a gift enterprise and lottery and I was indicted on 
those grounds. Then Iheard that Mr. Pickard 
had been appraached by some one, who it was I 
do not know, because he was very cautious not to 
speak to any of his employes, that if he wouid pay 
& considerable amount of money—what the 
amount was [ don’t know—that he probabiy 
would be granted the privilege of running. 

Q.--You were simply a clerk in the store? A.-- 
Yes, sir. 

Q.—You were not the proprietor? A.—No, sir. 

Q.— Who was the proprietor? A.—R. F. Pick- 
ard. I received a letter about him some time ago; 
I guess I left it at the office—[ wish I had it hefe 
—here it is (producing letter). It is dated August 
25, 1883. 

“HOWARD, R. I. 

“DEAR FRIEND MAX—Mr. Pickard has had me 
arrested and will testify to many lies against me, 
and unless I can get afew persons to testify that 
they Knew RK. F. Pickard and that they would 
not believe him under oath I am gone.” 
(This gentleman is a young man | got acquainted 
with through my connection with the tea 
store, I never saw him after that.] 
“Friend Max,if you would go beforea notary 
or justice ofthe peace and swear that you would 
not believe RK. F. Pickard under oath 
you would save me fronr going to jail. Piease do 
it and I will pay all expenses. Address me as 
soon as possible. Paul Maspen, care of Capt. W. 
H. Sherman, Howard, R.1L. or care of Rhode 
Island State Prison. Help me, oh! Max, and I 
will come and thank you for it. Send me that 
testimony as quick as you can, and I will be able 
to get out of jatl. Your old friend, Paul Masken. 
Oh! Max, have pity on me and help me out of it 
and save me. Show this letter to a justice of the 
peace or notary public.” 

I showed this letter to Mr. R. McDonald, who 
was at that time employed as the attorney. He 
attended to the balance of it; I didn’t have time; 
but this Mr. R. F. Pickard was just this kind of a 
man. Mr. R. 8. McDonald would probably be able 
to testify. 
rv-Q.—Where is Mr. Pickara now? A.—The last 
I heard of him he was in Howard, R. Il. He has 
not paid my salary even. He left here and gave a 
straw bond in what they call the C. C.C. for the 
appearances of two of his clerks; he told me that 
I should get bond, ana he refused to do it. 

Q.—Who are the clerks herein the city? A.— 
There is one young man who may be able to give 
more testimony in regard tothis—Pat O’Connor, a 
cousin or some relative of O’Connor, the stove 
man. He is now with Butler, or at least the last I 
heard of him he was there working for Butler, the 
horse shoer. He was one of the young men that 
was a clerk in the tea store. 


Q.—How much time did you spend in that 
store? A.—All thetime, sir, with the exception 
of half an hour for dinner, or three-quarters of an 
hour, and the same ior supper. 

Q.—Did you ever see Mr. Butler there? A.—I 
did, sir. 

Q.—When was that? A.—It was In the month 
of December. 

Q.—Of 1882? A.—Yes, sir; during the existence 
of the concern, which lasted, I think, two or three 
weeks. 

Q.—Was he talking with any one there? A.— 
He was talking with Mr. Pickard, the manager. 

Q.—Did you see him there more than once; A. 
—Yes, sir. 

Q.—How often did you see himthere? A.— 

Three or four, or probably a half adozen times; 
I cannot say just exactly. 


Q.—Did you see any one else with Mr. Butler? 
A.—Let me see; no, I’m not positive. I can’t 
answer that question positively. I think one 
time there was somebody with him. 

Q.—Do you know Frank Turner? A.—Yes, 
sir. , 

Q.—Was he there with hini? A.—No; not with 
Mr. Butler. He was there several times and in 
close conversation with Mr. Picard. 


Q.—He was not his attorney, that you know of, 
was he? A.—No, sir, because Mr. R. 8. McDon- 
ald appeared for him in all cases. 


Q.—What was Mr. Butler doing when he would 
be there? A.—Mr. Butler and Mr. Pickard 
would go up inthe rearof the store away from 
the clerks and talk very intimately; Mr. Pickard 
would sometimes be absent from the store, ana 
Mr. Butler would call two or three times during 
the same day. 


Q.—How hong was that continued? A.- Proba- 
bly for a week or ten days; something like 
that. 

Q.—How long didthe business run there alto- 
gether? A.—I think they opened the day after 
Thanksgiving Day; I am not positive of the date 
that was, I think, on the 30th of November, 1882. 

Q.—When did you close? A.—Well, we were 
arrested, I think, the evening of the 12th. 

Q.—Of December? A.—Yes, sir: I quit then; I 
had enough of it. 

Q.— When was it you first saw Mr. Butler there 
after you began to run? A.—Of that I am not posi- 
tive. 

Q.— Was it shortly after? A.—I remember one 
morning the Republican came out denouncing 
the concern as * gift-enterprise, and it was short- 
ly after that; the records of the Republican wil! 
show the date. ; 


Q.—Can you form any approximation how soon 
that was after you had commenced business? A. 
Probably a week. 

Q.—And from that time on was he in the store 
frequently? A.—Well, I should judge four or five 
or half a dozen times; I am not positive. 
those conversations in the rear part 
of the store with Mr. Pickard, 
A.—Well, sometimes, when they would get 
through witi: their conversation, they woulda come 
up and have a general conversation. 

Q.—How often did you see Mr. Turner there? 
A.—About two or three times.

was intended to be private between Mr. Butler 


and Mr. Pickard? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Do you know anytping about a conversa 
ion that took place in the cellar there? A.—Yes, 
several of them; twice, I think. 

Q.—With whom? A.—Well, the way Mr. Pick- 
ard used to do was this: He would say, “Mr. 
Butler, let me show you the coffee ’’—and he took 
him down there; “let me show you how to mix 
the coffee.” That is the way he would leave the 
store. 

Q.—Where was the coffee kept? A.—Down- 
stairs. 

Q.—Do you know of any occasion when Mr. 
Butler went down there supposing he was alone 
in conversation with Mr. Pickard and— A,—WNo, 
sir. I didn’t pav an¥ attention to it. 

Q.—Did you hear anything about that? A.— 
No, sir; I can’t say that I did; Il came to my own 
conclusions abont it. 

Q.—What conclusions were they? A.—I don’t 
know ; I think it is not best to answer that ques- 
tion if i am allowed torefuse. Can I refuse? 

Foreman—You can refuse if it woula criminate 
yourself. Witness—It would not. 

Q.—If not, you ought to answer? A.—Knowing 
the political connections of Mr. Butler, and the 
short acquaintance between the two, I thought 
they were probably arranging something by which 
he was to have immunity granted from the police 
force or from the court, and particularly seeing 
Mr. Turner coming in. 

Q.—Did Mr. Pickard ever tell you himself that 
he was bargaining with them for immunity? A.— 
No, sir. 

. Q.—From the police force or the courts? A.— 
No, sir. fr. Pickard was a very cautious man. 

Q.—Did you ever hear of a case where he paid 
money tothese parties? A.—I understood that 
Mr. Pickard—who my author is, I have forgotten 
—paid out a certain amount of money, I think 
$200, to certain parties, but the parties were not 
satisfied with the amount, and thatis the reason 
that some trouble occurred, Who the parties 
were I don’t know. 

Q.—How many clerks were there in the store? 
A.—There is one, two, three—I think there were 
six: let me see—Hendaricks (thinking}—he had 
four traveling with him all the time from one city 
to the other. 

Q@.—Lam speaking of clerks employed in the 
store? A.—About eight, I think, at one time— 
from six to eight. 

Q.—Do you know of any tlme when Mr. Butler 
wentdown in the cellar and any clerks being 
down inthe cellar atthattime? A.—I am not 
positive of that. 

Q.--Do you know anything aboutit? <A.—No, 
sir; I saw that Mr. Butler was down in the cellar 
twice or three times.

A NEW YORK HERO. 

The funeral of Mr. JoHN WALSH, the 
burglar, which took place in New York yes- 
terday,’ afforded a most touching and grace- 
ful tribute to. the memory of a man who 
stood high in his profession, and who, by his 
industry, energy and success, had wona 
name for himself of which his clfildren may 
be proud. He was no common cracksman, 
no timid sneak-thief, accumulating stealthily 
and in terror a few miserable dollars’ worth 
of swag. When JoHn WA.tsnH went out to 
collect the living which the world owes every 
man, he worked manfully and masterfully. 
He was shrewd, intelligent, quick to con- 
ceive and bold to execute. There are 
few crooks in the country so fertile 
in resource; none that were so successful 
in results. Looking over the rogues’ gallery 
of the nation, we can think of no man upon 
whom his mantle may fali. His death makes 
@ vacancy in the profession that will long re- 
main unfilled, and one of the brightest 
ornaments of American burglary has passed 
to his account, dying, as he lived, with his 
boots on, but surrounded by the tearful ad- 
miration and the sorrowing laments of his 
fellows.

He proposed to review the careers of 
d republics, ascertain the causeS that lea to 
their downfall, and by comparing their history 
with ourown, point out the evils that beset 
our republic and suggest a few remedies 
1o Overcome them. The Grecian Republic had 
died because of disintegration resulting from a 
civil war between the free and slave states. The 
Romans made a mistake of classifying the peuple 
into patricians and plebeians. he distinction 
became so marked that finally. one Class bad all 
the rights and the other ali the Wrovugs. A strug- 
gle ensued for equal rights, which resulted in the 
th of the Republic. 

The coup d’etat of Napoleon, which he graph- 
icaily depictea, was the main cause of the down- 
fail of the French republic. 

Coming to our own Government be showed that 
our constitutign was the result of a conflict be- 
tween two imeas—the Confederate and the Nation- 
al—a mean bad been adopted. Our civil 
war, like that of the Grecian re- 
public, was caused by a conflict between 
the free ana@ slave States. We had withstood the 
shock. The main evils that threatened us at 
present were patricianism and corruption at 
elections. A monied aristocracy was growing up 
inthe country which threatened to classily us 
into patricians and plebeians. Besides, our 
elections, jike those of the Romaus, did not ex- 
press the will of the people, but the power of 
money. These evils were to be guarded against, 
and in a stirring peroration the iecturer said he 
thought there were enough true patriots leit to 
battle against these adverse forces and preserve 
the republic. The General is a natural orator of 
rare ability.

Nine out of 
every ten of them say it, and yet as large a pro- 
portion of them hold on to office, and are to-day in 
a perfect agouy lest the Presidential election next 
year shall throw them out, as it of course wil 
if the Democratic candidate for President is 
elected.

Prof. Richardson’s analysis of American wheats, 
of which something wis sent you some days since, 
is Altructing #& goou deal of attention. Tite anaty- 
sis has Leeh very eareiul aud the results very in- 
teresting. They are, however, rather caiculated 
to deprive the Pacific Coast beasters of some of 
the material with which they have nade merry at 
the expense of the *“states.”’ Tiiese analyses show 
that the California and Oregon wheat, of which 
we have heard so ch, is mostly composed of 
Starch and water. Wateris cheap alniwst any- 
where, and as for starch, it is easier to get it frum 
potatoes than from wheat. An acre oi grouud 
judiciously cultivated in potatoes will yield as 
much starch as ten or twenty acres in wheat. In 
albuminoids, wiich the professor remarks are 
recognized evety where as the most valuavle qual- 
ity of the wheat, 

THE PACIFIC COAST WHEAT 
is strangely aud sudiy deficient. Butin stareh it 
is especially rich, One hundred ofits big grains 
weizh more than five grains, while those of the 
Mississippi Valley only run about three and one- 
half. But in albumipvids the percentage of the 
Mississippi Valley grains is nearly double that of 
Pacific Coast, The result of these analyses is 
rather depressing to ali section in ove particular, 
that it shows that ihe wheats of Europe are much 
richer tiap those of this country in the particu- 
jar constituent referred to above—albuminoids, 
thougli in our corn the baianee is more in our 
favor than it is against usin the wheat
